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SOVIET POLICY 
EXPOSED 


The general debate in the 
United Nations General As- 
sembly, which began ‘on 
September 23, and ended on 
Wetieadey, was npieorny 
for speeches by, Mr. George 
Cc. Marshall, United States 

Secretary of State. Mr. 
Ernest Bevin, Britain's For- 
eign Minister, M. Paul Henri 
Spaak, Belgium's Foreign 
Minister, on the -one hand, 
and by M. Andrei Vyshinsky, 
Russia’s Deputy Foreign 
Minister, echoed- by repre- 
sentatives of Eastern satel- 
lite countries, on the other. 

As a vesult the existing 
differences between East and 
West have been ventilated 
and, in particular, Mr. Bevin 
and M. Spaak have exposed 
more effectively than has 
ever been done with equal 
authority the implications 
of Soviet policy which, unless 
the contrary is proved not 
by words but by deeds, can 
only be regarded as sinister 
and menacing. 

The prolonged applause 
which greeted Mr. Bevin 
and M. Spaak as they sat 
down — sufficiently showed 
that the great majotity of 
the Assembly approved their 
diagnosis of the fundamental 
cause of world unrest. 

While Western spokesmen 
proclaimed undaunted deter- 
mination to defend their 
civilisation they also deciar- 
ed ‘in terms which must con- 
vince all but those who are 
wilfully deaf to the evidence, 
that their policy is one of 
self-defence and not of ap- 
gression against anyone and 
that co-operation with the 
East, if the East will lovally 
co-operate, remains their 
goal, a 7 

In this latter connection 
the words. of Mr. Marshal! 
deserve to.be recalled. He 
said, “For its part the U.S.A. 
is prepared to seck in every 
possible way, ‘in any appro- 
priate form, a constructive 
and peaceful settlement of 
the political controversies 
which contribute to the pre- 
sent tension and uncertainty. 
The U.S.A. does not wish to 
increase the existing tension. 
It is its wholehearted desire 
to alleviate that tension. 
But we will not compromise 
on essential principles. We 
will under no circumstances:

freedom: of other peoples.”
